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Argentine President Quits So 
Peron May Return To Power

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — President Hector J. 
Cam pora and his government 
resigned 
today and set the 
stage for the return of Juan D. 
Peron to the presidency he lost 
in a military roup 18 years ago. 
Campora, 
Vice 
President 
Vicente Solano 'Lima and the 
Cabinet signed their resigna­ 
tions at Casa Rosada, the presi­ 
dential 
palace 
in 
downtown 
Buenos Aires, and transmitted 
them to Congress for action lat­ 
er in the day. Approval was 
considered certain. 
Then Campora drove to the 
suburban home of the 77-year- 
old Peron to tell him the news. 
“He 
didn’t 
say anything,” 
Campora told reporters after­ 
ward. “ He wished us well and. 
said goodby with his usual af­ 
fection.” 
The expected chain of events 
includes elections in 40' days, 
certain to be won by Peron and 
his projected running male, Ri­ 
cardo Balbin. 
Baibin, 68. lost three presi­ 
dential elections as candidate 
on the Radical Civic Union par­ 
ty. He spent more than a year 
in jail during Peron’s tenure 
1946-56. 
Raul Lastiri, president of the 
Chamber of Deputies and son- 
in-law of Peron lieutenant Jose 
Lopez Rega, will serve as inter­ 
im president. 


Campora, who had been in of­ 
fice for only 49 days, has been 


identified with moderate Per­ 
onista who feel that only Peron 
himself -can unite the Peronist 
movement. The movement has 
'been .split between moderate 
and leftist factions. 
Some leftist factions viewed 
the new events as a sign that 
Argentina would have a more 
conservative government of old 
guard 
Peronists 
who 
would 
seek to weaken their stance. 
There was no inmediate reac­ 
tion from the military men who 
turned over power to Camip- 
ora’s civilian regime May 25 
after nearly seven years of 
armed forces rule. 
Campora has put younger of­ 
ficers at the head, of the armed 
forces, retiring some of the 
leading anti-Peronist generals 
and admirals. 
Campora, a 64-year-old for­ 
m er dentist, has long been a 
protege of Peron. 
In an emotion-charged speech 
to 
legislators, 
Campora 
re­ 
called that he and Sol ano Lima 
had campaigned on the slogan, 
“ Campora to government, Per­ 
on to power.” 
“We always meant to make 
that promise good,” he said. 
Campora was handpicked by 
Peron 
to 
run for office in 
March after military leaders 
restoring a democratic govern­ 
ment disqualified the ex-presi­ 
dent from contesting. 
After a campaign that men­ 
tioned Peron more than anyone 
else, Campora scored a mas-

Moore Follows Mitchell

testified today that until March 
29 of this year, he had consid­ 
ered the Watergate raid no 
more

adventure” by people who had 
some $100 bills and enjoy play- 
fop Jam es Bond. 


Moore told investigating sen­ 
ators he did not know of official 
or campaign 
involvement or 
cover-up. He has said he does 
not 
believe 
President 
Nixon 
knew about it. 


Moore, recounting to the tele­ 
vised Senate hearings events 
about which he has said his 
memory is hazy, said he did 
not know the dimensions of Wa­ 
tergate when he and others dis­ 
cussed at a California resort a 
need for money in connection 
With

it

raised. 
He said be agreed at that 
Feb. 11 meeting to ask John N. 
Mitchell for fund-raising help, 
considering it necessary in con­

Moore said when he carried 
that message to Mitchell later,

“ Large sections of the roof it­ 
self are collapsed, but the fire 
has not gone down below the 
floor of the sixth story,” Jam es 
B. Rhodes

said. 
“ W ere 
certainly 
hopeful 
to 
contain it 
*t the sixth, 
but 
that’s just conjecture.” 
Rhodes said there was no es­ 
timate as to when the fire will 
be brought under control. 
Sen. 
Stuart 
Symington, 
D- 
Mo., acting chairman of 'the 
Senate Armed Services* Com­ 
ic.itee, said he has asked Sec- 
reatry of Defense Jam es R. 
Schlesinger to furnish his com­ 
mittee with a report on the 
cause of the fire and the extent 
of damage to the records. 
The two-block-long 
building, 
which house? the files on 56 
million former servicemen, is 
the only depository for the com­ 
plete record files on men from 
all branches of the service. 
General 
Services 
Adminis­ 
tration and National Archives 
and Record Service offices said 


the destruction of files repre­ 
sented “ a major records loss.” 
One archivist said restoration 
of the records would be the 
“ biggest the government has 
ever undertaken." 
Twenty suburban St., 
Louis 
fire 
companies 
fought 
the 
blaze, and six firemen suffered 
smoke inhalation and other mi­ 
nor injuries. There were no oth­ 
er injuries in the fire. 
A spokesman for the GSA, 
which operates the structure, 
said the FBI was investigating 
the possibility of arson. Jeffrey 
P. Hillelson, regional adminis­ 
trator of the GSA, said there 
had been a dozen fires of .aus­ 
picious origin in the building 
within the last two years. 
The sixth floor contained files 
on 20 million Army and Air 
Force personnel, most from the 
two world wars and the late 
1950s. 
Records on lower floors* were 
expected, to be heavily dam­ 
aged by smoke and the tons of 
water poured, on the flames. 
About 20 million Navy records 
from 
the 
same 
time 
period 
were stored on the fifth floor. 
'Officials said there was no 
duplication 
of 
some 
of 
the 
records’, but most could be re­ 
constructed 
through 
other 
sources. 
Veterans Administration Di­

perating.” 
A professor of medicine at 
Georgetown University, Dr. Sol 
Katz, was called in to join the 
White House doctors on the 
case. 
Dr. Katz said that the Presi­ 
dent is “ moderately ill,” de­ 
scribed him as “ the perfect 
patient,” and said he expected 
the hospital stay would be be­ 


tween seven and 10 days. 
Nixon was described by his 
White 
House 
physician, 
Dr. 
Walter Tkach, as “ champing at 
the bit,” and wanting to do 
more. The doctor said it had 
been a battle to get the Presi­ 
dent to agree to go to the hospi­ 
tal. 
The 60-year-old President was 
reported ill and entered the 
hospital in suburban Maryland 
Thursday night, after carrying 
on a daylong schedule despite

“ We have no way in the 
world of knowing if there is 
such a group,” a police spokes­ 
man said. 
Scott was scheduled to stand 
trial Aug. 20 in U.S. District 
Court in Richmond, V*., on 
charges of conspiring to bring 
about 40 pounds of heroin into 
Baltimore from New York. 
He was arrested by federal 
narcotics agents outside the of­ 
fices of the state legislature in 
Annapolis last April. 
Sgt. Jess Baker of the police 
homicide squad said that Scott 
had been struck at least twice. 
No arrests were made and no 
weapon was recovered, Baker 
said. 
A resident of the Sutton Place 
apartments found the black leg­ 
islator’s body lying face up, 
clutching the keys to his car, 
indictment accused him of her­ 
oin. 'trafficking and conspiracy.

Barry Reminds Ted That Public 
Hasn’t Forgotten Chappaquiddick 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Sen. 
Barry Goldwater assailed Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy Thursday 
night 
for 
appointing 
himself 
"judge and jury in the Water­ 
gate affair” as part of a drive 
for the presidency in 1976. 
Goldwater, 
an Arizona 
Re­ 
publican and the GOP’s presi­ 
dential nnominee in 1964, told 
the nation’s Young Republicans 
that Kennedy was “the last 
person in the country to lecture 
us” on Watergate. 
“Until all the facts involving 
the 
Chappaquiddick 
tragedy 
are made known, the American 
people can do without moral­ 
izing from the Massachusetts 
Democrat,” Goldwater told the 
final session of the three-day 
convention of Young Republi­ 
cans. 
Goldwater’s 
remark 
about 
Chappaquiddick refers to an in­ 
cident four years ago when a 
secretary riding in Kennedy’s 
car drowned while returning 
with the senator from a bar­ 
b a q u e 
at 
Chappaquiddick 
Island in Massachusetts. 
“ I know he is running for 
president but that’s no excuse,” 
Goldwater 
said 
of 
Kennedy. 
"There is still that little truism 
which says people who live in 
glass houses should not throw 
stones.” 
The 
Arizona 
senator 
criti­ 


cized Kennedy’s speech at a 
Fourth of July rally in Decatur, 
Ala. 
"In a speech that was ob­ 
viously the opening gun of Ken­ 
nedy’s drive for the presidency 
in, 1976,” Goldwater said, ‘the 
senator 
from 
Massachusetts 
constituted 
himself 
as 
both 
judge and jury in the Water­ 
gate affair. 
“He 
spoke 
with 
unctuous 
righteousness about such things 
as ‘mischief’ and ‘honor’ and 
‘exemption 
from 
restraints’,” 
Goldwater said. “All of his re­ 
mark? were obviously directed 
to the Watergate charges, al­ 
though be didn’t mention them 
as such.” 
An aide to Kennedy said he 
doubted the senator would re­ 
spond 
to 
Goldwater’s 
com­ 
ments. He added, however, that 
he plans to supply Goldwater’s 
office 
with 
the 
five-volume 
record of the inquest into the 
Chappaquiddick case. 
Continuing to speak on Wa­ 
tergate, Goldwater repeated his 
call for President Nixon to ap­ 
pear before the Senate W ater­ 
gate Committee. 
He said the Watergate Issue 
“could be wrapped up la one 
afternoon if he (the President) 
made himself available for that 
kind of discussion.”

His organization had collected 
$150,000 in cash and tons of 
food, clothing and medicine.

Egypt has its pyramids, Guatamala its 
monoliths, and Rome its coliseum. In all 
cases, these are monuments to engineer­ 
ing skill and are preserved by these 
countries. Rush County has only one 
thing to preserve which exhibits original 
engineering skill, and that is our covered 
bridges. 


The plan used for these bridges was 
original, and has been copied. The Li­ 
brary of Congress in Washington asked 
for a model and complete instructions for 
construction. The only difficulty is, that 
it is today impossible to obtain the tall 
timbers needed to carry out the plan! 
These bridges have a tremendous ca­ 
pacity for sturdiness and weight bear­ 
ing. A curved arch is the focus of the con­ 
struction. This arch identifies this bridge 
and equalizes the stress. It is not only 
useful but beautiful. 


Bob Braun, in his address at the Ses- 
quicentennial ceremonies, complimented 
the county council, the city council, the 
mayor, and dedicated citizens for wishing 
to preserve landmarks which link our 
past to the present and future. 
The Kennedy covered bridges are one 
of our finest heritages and should receive 
special attention by the county highway 
department and the county council. 
Vandalism has knocked off the boards 
on some of them. Others have “grafatti” 
with names and pictures drawn on the 
sides. 


The importance of preserving our heri­ 
tage was pointed out by our editor in 
MimQuips recently. He wrote “covered 
bridges, like old mills, canals, the stage 
coach, the cowboy, are a part of Ameri­ 
ca's growing.*' Tney were a necessary 
part of progress. Reading about it can­ 
not bring across the meaning of the 
adaptability of pioneer America like 
actually seeing these objects in use. The 
canal at Metamora represented a wav of 
travel that was used in floating produce 
to Cincinnati. At one time, a series of 
rivers and canals in Indiana was the only 
means of quick transportation. During 
the mid-19th Century, when roads were 
constructed and bridges built, the Ken­ 
nedy covered bridge was the show-bridge 
of the county. The Kennedy Brothers 
were commissioned to bund similar 
bridges in other parts of the state. The 
tribute to their lasting quality comes 
from the fact that they have been able 
to survive and are in use today. Hie 
bridges were built above flood stage. The 
wooden bridge is firmly anchored on a 
solid base that has withstood many, 
many floods during the decades. 
Cement bridges have crumbled and 
been replaced, but the Kennedy covered 
bridges in the county still stand. How­ 
ever, unless concerned citizens are back­ 
ed by a cooperative highway department 
and county council, these bridges may 
fall victim to vandalism. Once lost, they 
can never be replaced! 
Let's keep these bridges in Rush Coun­ 
ty and give them sufficient protection 
and upkeep.

The Alaskan pipeline is long overdue. It should 
have been completed years ago. Delay in this 
much needed and vital program has come as a 
result of objections by so-called “environmental­ 
ists," who couldn’t core less about environment, 
including their own associates.

The use and misuse of sex 
is the concern of the les sun 
today. In the Seventh Com­ 
mandment the Old Testament

adultery.** The Hebrew word 
used for adultery indicates that 
the prohibition applied only to 
sexual intercourse outside of 
m a r r i a g e

sex. 
Furthermore, 
the 
com 
maud men! was d i r e c t e d 
primarily 
at 
husbands 
and 
conceives of wives as a kind 
of valuable property subject to 
theft 
or 
tampering 
by

terlopers.

In the passage from Matthew

adultery.’ But I say to you that 
every 
one 
who looks 
at 
a 
woman lustfully has committed 
adultery with her in his heart.” 
Jesus was here going beyond 
the ancient commandment by 
dealing with the intent behind 
tin. .Looking .lustfully upon, a 
woman 
betrays 
an 
intention 
that is as evil ax the act itself. 
Of course, some people may 
argue that this commandment 
is almost impossible to follow 
because none of us can control 
the random thoughts that float 
across our minds. Others may 
contend that Jesus’ words are 
not even good morality since 
as a matter of principle in­ 
dividuals should be responsible 
only for their actions, not their 
thoughts or motivations. But 
thesu 
arguments 
are 
largely 
irrelevan. 
Jesus 
apparently 
realized that if a person were 
to avoid the sin of adultery he 
had to stop thinking adultery. 
Or, to put it another way, once 
1 person committed adultery 
vicariously, the thought would 


become father to the deed. 
Paul Urges Purity 
In the passage from Corin­ 
thian» 
Paul 
is 
urging 
the 
members of the church there 
in the strongest terms to steer 
dear of the sexual immorality 
of the pagan world and of a 
heretical Christian group called 
Gnostics The latter maintained 
that 
once 
individuals 
had. 
acknowledged Christ so were 
presumably save, they could do 
no wrong, and all acts* they 
wanted to do were of necessity 
right. Under the circumstances 
promiscuous 
sexual 
relations 
w e r e 
entirely 
permissible. 
Morally they were of as neutral 
« nature as eating. 
Paul vigorously denied the 
Gnostic proposition, maintaining 
that promiscuous .sex relations 
deprived a person of Christian 
freedom by making him a slave 
to 
lust. 
Furthermore, 
such 
conduct 
alienated 
individuals 
from God. “The body was not 
meant for immorality, but for 
the Lord, and the Lord for the 
body.** 
In what way do these ancient 
injunctions 
apply to 
present 
problems like premarital sex? 
Actually they have little to say 
of a direct nature because our 
society differs so vastly from 
that of the ancient world. But 
indirectly 'the passages we have 
been studying can still become 
very meaningful for us. In the 
first place, they make it plain 
that sexual purity is demanded 
of the righteous man and the 
Christian. In the second place, 
Jesus made it plain that lustful 
thoughts 
are 
wrong because 
they lead to lustful actions. 
Finally Paul noted that the 
body has something holy about 
it since it was created by God 
and should not be prostituted. 


H e Power To Love 


Ethical 
analysis 
of sexual 
deviations can be argued on 
several levels. On one hand, 
extra-marital sex and adultery 
usually involve the exploitation 
of one person by another. In 
most cases someone is being: 
used, and this is wrong. In in 
the second place, sexual in­ 
tercourse carried out surrep­ 
titiously and in an atmosphere 
of guilt destroys the power to 
love. It is commonplace among 


psychiatrists that most of the 
people who come to them for 
treatment come for one of two 
reasons—they can love nobody, 
o r 
nobody 
loves 
them. 
Psychologically the power to 
love is as important as the 
ability to be loved in achieving 
a well integrated, well balanced 
life. 
Society and its problems may 
differ from time to time and 
from place to place but people 
change little 
in their .inner 
needs 
and 
drives. 
For 
this 
reason, among many others, the 
B i b l e 
will 
always 
have 
relevance,

And this boon to shoppers 
won’t be an act of generosity in 
the face of spiraling inflation. 
It is an order from. Untie Sam. 
To benefit from these bar­ 
gains, 
Hoosier 
shoppers 
will 
have to be well acquainted with 
“ normal” prices and will have 
to look for those merchants 
who ran afoul of the Internal 
Revenue Service. 
The IRS has regulations pro­ 
hibiting identification of firms 
found to be in violation of the 
price freeze, provided they vol­ 
untarily correct, their error. 
It is only when the IRS has to 
take formal, steps to' get a price

Dawson said this has not oc­ 
curred yet in Indiana. 
Last Friday, Vernon C. Daw­ 
son, assistant to the district di­ 
rector 
of 
stabilization,

nounced 130 Hoosier firms had 
been cited for violating the 60- 
day price controls. 
He said the 130 w'ere among 
230 companies checked out on 
the basis of complaints from 
350 consumers. 
Among violators was an In­ 
dianapolis car dealer who had 
overcharged by $15,000 on the 
purchase of new cars during 
the freeze. 
Dawson 
said 
one 
grocery 
store chain was found in viola­ 
tion on more than 250 items in 
its stores. 
When a firm is found to have 
overcharged, the IRS then re­ 
quires the firm to reduce its 
prices “ over a period of time 
until the excess money is back 
in the market,” Dawson ex­ 
plained. 
He said, “One auto dealer is 
selling cars at a real bargain.
